Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. Examiner has considered the cited IDS; searched as prior art and the 
cited IDS fails to recite or disclose uniquely distinct features of the allowed claims limitations. 

3. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has filed 
IDS to be considered on 12-31-2007. The cited prior art of IDS fail to recite or disclose the 
uniquely distinct features of the independent claims imitations below with all the other 
limitations recited in independent claims: 

regulating an amount of light emitted from the light source in accordance with a 
value of maximum luminance of the video signal, wherein the regulated amount of light 
includes 0%, 100% and a value there between; changing the regulated amount of light 
emitted from the light source according to a light-change timing, svnchronizing the displav

timing with the light-change timing; and adjusting transmissivitv of the display device in 
accordance with the regulated amount of light in a manner such that the transmissivity of 
the display device increases and the regulated amount of the light decreases.
